WOVEMBER  UWIFORM  PRICE  $U.27 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  SU.27  for  Wovember  1959  deliveries 
of  Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend -LaPorte -Elkhart,  Indiana,  milk 
order.  The  uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent,  and 
will  be  adjusted  by  a  butterfat  differential  of  7.7  cents  for  each  one  tenth 
percent  that  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  This  minimum 
price  is  subject  to  a  3  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  authorized  hauling  charge. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 

Daily  producer  receipts  decreased  from  October  almost  5  percent,  but  are  still 
higher  than  they  were  in  September  and  5  percent  higher  than  a  year  ago.  The 
records  show  that  for  the  year  1959,  August  will  be  the  low  production  month 
,  on  a  daily  basis.  Usually  Wovember  or  October  are  the  low  production  months. 
There  was  a  decrease  of  31  producers  on  the  market  from  October,  indicating 
that  the  trend  is  to  larger  producers  but  less  in  number. 

CLASS  I  SALES 


Class  I  sales  on  a  daily  basis  took  quite  a  drop  in  Wovember  from  the  October 
delivery  period.  The  decrease  was  8.6  percent  and  1.3  percent  compared  with  a 
year  ago.  This  decrease  is  not  caused  by  an  overall  decrease  in  Class  I  sales, 
but  a  shifting  of  sales  from  one  marketing  order  to  another  without  any  appre¬ 
ciable  change  in  producer  receipts  on  this  market. 

COWTAIWER  STATISTICS 


A  summary  has  been  made  for  the  months  of  May  and  Wovember  1959  showing  the  per 
centage  by  volume  of  fluid  milk  sold  in  Class  I  according  to  the  size  of  con¬ 
tainers.  This  table  shows  only  milk  and  not  other  Class  I  products.

The  Class  I  price  for  the  December  delivery  period  will  be  $b.37  per  hundred¬ 
weight  for  3.5  percent  milk.  This  price  was  computed  by  adding  $1.10  per 
hundredweight  to  the  average  price  of  the  12  condenser ies  in  Wovember  1959 
($3.15)  surd  adding  the  supply-demand  adjustment  of  12  cents.  The  supply-demand 
adjustment  for  the  January  i960  delivery  period  will  be  a  minus  U  cents.
